Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The 1 12(1) new matter rejeciton with respect to the side lengths and 
no wall partitions was discussed. It was agreed that the specification does provide support for the individual side 
lengths however it was not agreed that the specification provides support for no walls. Applicants representative 
pointed to example 5 as providing support for no walls, however it was not agreed that the specificaiton provides 
support for no walls. The examiner stated that the specification is silent with regard to the presence of walls in 
example 5 and this does not provide support for no walls partitioning the sections. It was further discussed that the 
MPEP clearly states that negative limitations must have basis in the specification and the fact that the specification in 
some sections is silent with regard to the walls does not provide basis for the negative limiations. Additionally, it was 
discussed that the throughout the specification walls are clearly contemplated and part of the invention and the 
examiner pointed to pages 23-25. It was suggested to submit the arguments in writing with respect to the specificaiotn 
providing support for no walls partitioning the sections. .

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner called attorney to clarify the record with regard to the new 
matter rejeciton of the side lenghts. Examiner stated that although the specification does support individual side 
lenghts of 1 mm, 1 .2 mm, 2 mm, and 6 mm it does not support a range of side lengths. Applicants representative 
stated that the application does have support for a range of density in which you can get lengths however the claims 
are drawn to a square and side length and not density and this does not provide support for a range of side lenghts. 
Applicants representative then asked if colored drawings were received via email, however examiner did not receive 
these drawings and indicated to Applicant representative that we can not receive correspondence via email as per 
office policy.
